State and Nation 



FDR Fails to Purge Brooks; 

Republicans Elect County 

and State Officials

The Republican party Tuesday -won 
a major victory in tlic first national 
election of World War 11 which reach- 
ed such proportions in the northern 
half of the country as to endanger 
President Roosevelt's control of the 
House of Representatives, 

Tabulations from 47 states late yes- 
terday with only ten House eeats still 
in doubt indicated the election of 212 
Democrats; 210 Republicans; 2 Pro- 
gressives and one Laboritc. A majority 
of the House of Representatives re- 
quires 218 seals. 

The \'ote totals represent a gain of 
44 scats for the iRepublicans over their 
membership in the present House. 
G. O. P. gains included fjve governors, 
and at least nine senate scats with the 
possibility that final returns would in- 
-creasc their total successes, 
"' The outcome of the election is in- 
terpreted as an expression of dissatis- 
faction with the administration's con- 
duct of the -war to date. 

Sen. Brooks Strong Winner 

The pluralty of United States Sena- 
tor C. Wayland Brooks in his smash- 
ing victory over Congressman Ray- 
mond McKeougli have mounted to over 
200,000, according to late returns; and 
a majority of 76,000 brought victory 
to Congressnian-at-Largc Stephen A, 
Day over his Democratic opponent, 
Benjamin S. Adamowski. 

Rali>h K, Church of Evanston, form- 
er lOth district congressman, won 
back Iiis seat by dcJfeating Jack Bairs- 
tow, Waukegan attorney.

28,363 voters who wanted him returned 
to ofTice for a ninth term. Running 
Judge Persons a close second for low 
'honors was William C. Vctty -with 
28,721 volts to his opponent's 11,730.

Vida Haley, 14, Antioch High school 
girl, succumbed at 3:00 a. m. yesterday 
morning in St. Thercse hospital, Wau- 
kegan, where she had been taken on 
Tuesday evening following injuries in- 
flicted by hit and rim driver ^vliile she 
was walking with a school girl friend 
on South Main street near the inter- 
scx:tio[i with Route 173. 

iShc was the daughter of Mrs. EafI 
Pitman of Antioch. Her father, 
Charles Haley, former husband of 
Mrs. Pitman, AVho is stationed at Kelly 
Pield, Texas, has been notified and he 
is on his way to Antioch. 

The comnmnity -was stunned by 
news of the accident, as Vida was a 
favorite both in the high school and in 
the Methodist church where she was 
a member of the choir. Her entire 
life was spent in Lake Villa and in 
Antioch. 

She had called for another high 
school girl, Darlene Christenscn, 
shortly after 7 p. m., intending to walk 
up town for some ice cream, when 
both girls decided to defer the refresh- 
ments until they had taken a short 
hike south on Main street (route 21). 
Both were on their way hack walking 
north, happy and singling, when Vida 
was 5 truck by a car and burled 
through the air. The hit and run 
driver did not stop and Miss Christcn- 
sen had to flag down a car driven by 
Carl Wnster, uHio was on his way 
home to Loon Lake.' He brouglit the 
injured \nx\ to Dr. Breakstone's ofTice 
in .'\ntioch. The doctor recommended 
immediate removal to a hospital and 
the /Vntioch Rescue squad hurried the 
girl to St. Thcrcse's in Waukegan, 
where she succumbed to the injuries 
at 3 a. m., never regaining conscious- 
ness.

Chief Air Kaid Warden Roman Vos 
urges every one in this township to 
get acquainted with their wardens. He 
also asks the co-operation of the com- 
munity residents to volunteer informa- 
tion asked for on a questionnaire 
which every household in Lake coun- 
ty will receive. Experience of coun- 
tries now under air raid condhions 
have shown a need for information 
ibcing made available to the local de- 
fense unit regarding sheets, blankets, 
cots, etc., which can be spared in case- 
of emergency,

tionnaire is a "V" bomc sticker which, 
is a symbol showing that each house- 
holder is aiding on the home front.

2. This home conserves food, cloth- 
ing, transportation, and health, in or- 
der to hasten an unceasing flow of war 
materials to our men at the front. 

3. This home salvages essontial 
materials, in order that they may be 
■converted to immediate war uses. 

A. This home refuses to spread 
rumors designed to divide our nation 

S. This home buys War Savings 
Stamps and Bonds regularly. 

We are doing these things because 
we know we nnist to Win this war.

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FARM IMPLEMENTS: 

20 Per Cent Slash 

Farmers would not have new trac- 
tors or new plows to hitch them to 
In 1943, but they would hove plenty 
of repair parts to keep their present 
machinery operating. 

That was clear when the War Pro- 
duction board issued its drastic or- 
der slashing the production of 1943 
farm equipment to 20 per cent of 
the 1940 total, but permitting repair 
parts production to be 130 per cent 
of 1940 operations. 

Forecasting industrial readjust- 
ments in other fields, the WPB or- 
der concentrated tlie new farm 
equipment output In the hands of 
small manufacturers in labor-short- 
age areas. 

Repair parts manufacture was 
left to the big producers. This de- 
cision represented n victory for 
these companies which had held out 
for retention in their own plnnts of 
all the repair parts production, thus 
preserving the identity of their spe- 
cialized, trddc-namc Implements. It 
likewise represented a concession to 
tlie dcparlment of agriculture which 
had strenuously urged a heavy pro- 
gram for repair parts manufacture, 
while it opposed any new machinery 
■ cut below 50 per cent of the ID-IO 
output. 

RUSSIAN FRONT: 

Ally JFintcr Comes 

Winter was one ally, that could 
give the hard;j)rcs.sed Russians im- 
mediate help.' For days past the 
engagements surging around Stalin- 
grad in the northeast and Mcrdok 
further soutli in the Caucasus had 
boon a race against time. Thus 
when snow swept across the Don- 
Volga steppes the Russians know 
their reinforccmenls had arrived. 

Significant was tho German high 
command's communique that the 
Nazi drive in the Caucasus had been 
impaired bv continued bad weatlier, 
and that ftio Russians hod under- 
taken strong, tank-led diversion at- 
tacks against the nortli flank of the 
Nazi thrust into Stalingrad. 

The strength of Marshal Timo- 
shonko's relief assault from the 
north was indicated in the commu- 
nique which said the Russian on- 
slaughts had been undertaken with 
"fresh, strong infantry and tank 
forces." 

SUBMARINE MENACE: 
Will Cot JForse' 

Rear Admiral Emory S. Land, 
chainT^in of Ihe U. S. Maritime 
commission, warned the. nation that 
"the submarine menace is going to 
bo progressively worse this winter." 

Speaking before the Investment 
Bankers association, he said the 
menace would grow, because of win- 
ter's bad weather and longer nights, 
giving U-bonts belter opportunity for 
concealment. 



SOLOMONS: 
Battle Cost Mounts 

Guadalcanal with the only good 
airncld within hundreds of mites 
controls tho southern Solomons, plus 
a sizeable area in the South Pacific. 
Whoever holds and uses that airfield 
rules that area. 

The efforts of the Japs to regain 
the Guadalcanal airfield from its 
American defenders thus had strate- 
gic implications affecting the entire 
southwest Pacific. If the Americans 
held, they could protect Allied sup* 
ply lines, keep the Japs checkmated 
and prepare to expand their ofTen- 
sive. 

The cost of the battle was high 
to both sides. As planes, ships and 
land forces jockeyed for favorable 
position, the United States reported 
the loss of two destroyers, the 
O'Brien and the Meredith. Ameri- 
can planes retaliated by damaging 
a Jap cruiser and a destroyer and 
shooting down 12 enemy planes. 

Meanwhile, west of the Solomons, 
Allied bombers blasted enemy ships 
in New Britain's harbor of Rabaul 

LAROR DRAFT: 

62,500,000 Needed 

Drafting of men and women for 
war work to meet tho employment- 
armed service demand of 62,500 000 
persons is "inevitable," Paul V, Mc- 
Nutt, war manpower director, de- 
clared in testifying before the sen- 
ate military afTairs committee. 

McNutt listed three essentials 
which forthcoming manpower legis- 
lations must embrace: (1) Employ- 
ers in any area must be required to 
hire all workers through a central 
bureau; (2) Methods of labor utili- 
zation must be controlled to prevent 
employers from "hoarding work- 
ers"; (3) Individuals must remain on 
tho job, or transfer to one more im- 
portant to the war elTort. 

FEDERAL TAXES: 

43M00M0 Will Pay^ 

More than 43.000.000 Americans 
became subject to direct federal tax- 
ation when President Roosevelt 
signed tho new war-time tax bill 
which congress has spent 10 months 
in compiling. 

Designed to produce revenues of 
close to 25 billion dollars yearly, tho 
new law extended tho tax load to all 
Americans making more than $62-1 
a year. Through the^Presidont's 
prompt action in signing the bill, 
05 million dollars worth of higher 
excise taxes from liquor, travel, 
telephone service, cigareltcs, tele- 
grams and other items wont into ef- 
fect November 1. 

Payable next March 15 are rec- 
ord-breaking normal and surtax 
levies on 1042 individual and cor- 
poration income. 

A special 5 per cent Victory ta.\ 
on all income in excess of $12 a week 
will be deducted from pay envelopes 
after January 1.

BALTIMORE: American plane

Nov/ advisor to the army ferry com-

NEW YORK: A new chemical 
compound which will be a universal 
odor killer was announced here by 
two cliemists. Doctors James H. 
Dnlbey and Waller H. Eddy. Tested 
as an inhibitor, tho now compound 
has permillcd no smoll among hun- 
dreds to escape. It is reported to 
iiavc completely pliminnted the 
scent of skunk and of putrefaction 
odors. 






FRANCE: 
'Hour for Revolt' 

French workers seething at the 
Vichy government's attempts to 
draft labor for work in German war 
factories, heard three voices coun- 
selling action. 

Tho flr.*-:t was the voice of Pierre 
Laval, who appealed for skilled 
French workers to co-operate with 
the Nazis so that "France won't be 
tho victim of a Gorman victory." 
■ The second was the voice of Gen. 
Charles Do Gaulle, figliling French 
leader, who doclorod that "the hour 
for revolt has come." Previously 
Do Gaulle had urged French pa- 
triots to refrain from overt acts 
against German rule and to bide 
their time until the Allies invade the 
continent. 

Third voice was that of American 
Secretary of State Cordcll Hull, who 
said it was "gratifying to see signs 
cropping out increasingly through 
France that tho people are awaken- 
ing to the conditions which Laval Is 
attempting to impose on them." 

Meanwhile as Hitler had extended 
the time for Laval to deliver the 
workers, strikes and wholesole 
abandonment of jobs were reported 
by workers who hid out to avoid 
being sent to Gerrhany. 

FORTS VS. MUSTANGS: 
Prove U. S. Air Poiver 

Axis air commands learned long 
ago to respect U. S. army. Flying 
Fortresses because of their uncanny 
ability to bomb strategic points at 
high altitude. More recently did the 
Axis learn to fear American-built 
Mustang fighter planes. 

Both these aircraft scored spec- 
tacular success in a single day when 
Flying Fortresses struck a knockout 
blow at the German submarine base 
at Lorient, on the coast of France, 
while Mustang planes made history 
by flying all the way to Germany 
to blast the Dortmund-Ems canal 
area. 

*The destructive results of the Lo- 
rient raid were reported by Vichy 
dispatches which reported 100 killed 
and 450 wounded and untold materi- 
al damage. Lofient is Germany's 
chief Atlantic U-boat base. Here 
huge concrete shelters had provided 
a haven for raiders of Allied ship 
ping. 

The Mustangs performed a feo' 
no British-based single-motored fight- 
er planes have been able to achieve, 
by penetrating into Germany prop- 
er. 

SMUTS: 

Predicts Nazi Doom 

Silvery-patcd Jan C. Smuts, primr 
minister of South Africa, who helped 
plunge Kaiser Wilhelm's German' 
into the tailspin of defeat in Wn-" 
War I, predicted a similar doom 
for Hitler's Nazi regime In Wor. 
War II. 

Sole surviving member of tho woi 
cabinet of the last conflict still in 
high omco, the venerable Smuts told 
the house of commons in London 



Illinois Maternal Deaths 
Spcftftrn larly Decreased 
By Intensive Campaign 



Dc'flths of mothers in Illinois 
have been cut two-thirds in the 
last 20 years by an intensive 
material welfare campaign car- 
ried on by the Illinois Stale 
Medical society. University of 
Illinois, Slate Department of 
Health, and Chicago Health De- 
partment, according to Dr. 
Frederick H. Falls, head of the 
University's department of ob- 
stetrics and gynecology. 

"Twenty years ago the state's 
maternal mortality rate was 
around 70 per 10,000 live births. 
Now it is under 30. There has 
been more advance in the last 
decade than in the entire previ- 
ous history of the slate," he said.

Mr. Henderson explained that 
some landlords attempting to evade 
rent control had forced tenants to 
buy the house or had sold it to 
someone else willing to pay month- 
ly installments in excess of the legal 
rent.

,Go on 12-Month Basis 
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Illini Inventor Has 
Smokeless Burner 
For Home Furnaces 



The first major improvement In 
hand-fired fuel burning since Benja- 
min Franklin invented the stove in 
1740 to replace the colonial fireplace, 
is a smokeless coal burner devel- 
oped at tho University of Illinois 
by Prof. J. R. Fellows and J. C. 
Miles, 

The device will probably go into 
commercial production after the 
war. It allows soft coal to bo burned 
without smoke, and utilizes the full 
heat capacity of the smoke and 
gasses. In the burner, fresh fuel is 
automatically coked to drive off the 
fumes which in turn arc forced 
through the hottest point in the fuel 
bed where they ore burned wilh 
the aid of a plentiful auxiliary air 
supply. 

Two modqls of tlie burner have 
been made. ' One is the firebox for 
the furnace of tho future. The other 
Is a conversion unit to be placed 
into the firebox of present furnaces. 

A baffle divides the inside of the 
burner into two parts. The front is 
for coking fresh fuel; the rear is for 
the fire. Tho burning point is under- 
neath the baflle, which is hollow to 
conduct air to the heart of the burn- 
ing area. Smoke and gasses from 
the fresh fuel in the front cham- 
ber must pass under the baffle and 
there are burned. «

Operation of the University of Illi- 
nois costs the average four-person 
family of the state about thrco- 
fourlhs of a cent a day— or n nickel 
n week. The University's annual 
financial report shows that the op- 
eration cost in the last complete 
financial year, ending in Juno, 1941. 
was $9,210,070. 

Income was S0.220,02I, of which 
$5,432,500 came from slate taxes, a 
yearly averago xf 89 cents for each 
of the 7,873,155 citizens in Illinois. 
In return, the citizens arc provided 
not only with an educational institu- 
tion of the highest ranking to which 
they can send their children at mini- 
mum cost, but many other things 
' ulro. 

Tor one, graduates of the Univer- 
sity enrich the communities of Illi- 
nois by their training— as doctors, 
teachers, lawyers, engineers, farm- 
ers, businessmen, homemakcrs. nnd 
civic leaders in many fields. 

F*or another, the University is the 
''laboratory of the people" devoting 
more than 13 per cent of Its income 
directly, and more indirectly, to re- 
search problems which are of direct 
benefit to Illinois citizens through 
belter farming practices, medical 
and denial discoveries, improved 
home heating, safer railroads, bet- 
tor highways, and hundreds of other 
things. 

The lax funds provided G3 per 
cent of the income of the University. 
Student fees, totaling SI.325,905, pro- 
vided 15 per cent. Federal funds, 
mainly for agricultural extension 
and research, provided $957,667 or 
11 per cent. Other income sources 
were private gifts and endowments, ' 
earnings, and miscellaneous. 

The University spent 52 per cent 
of its educational and general ex- 
pendilures fund for instruction. Or- 
ganized re.v-earch received 13 per 
cent; extension, mostly agricultural, 
7 per cent: libraries, 5 per cent; 
operation and maintenance, IG per 
cent; general administration and ex- 
pense. 7 per cent. 

The value of the Univcrsilv's 
plant, as of June 30. 1941. was S3fi,. 
781. BiM. This took inlo account 2,354 
acres oJ land. Including experimen- 
tal field.^ and farms in 25 counties* 
79 rnajoi buildings, 37 minor struc* 
lures, 22 hous:es being used tempo- 
rarily for tenant purposes; jmprove- 
menls; library; equipment; etc. 

Since the reiwrt was prepared, the 
University has taken over from the 
Stale Department of Public Welfare 
the Illinois Educational nnd Re- 
search Hospitals and Inslilutes in 
Chicago.

British Offensive Is Aimed at Libya; 
Coffee Rationing Begins November 28

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;GUADALCANAL: 
Full Scale Fight 

News of 'fuir scale fiehtinfi on 
Guadalcanal island camo to an ap- 
prehensive America as U. S. soldiers 
and marines bore the brunt of con- 
tinued Japanese attacks. The en- 
emy bolstered its push with fresh 
reinforcements, landing them on the 
northwestern end of the island. 

The Japs opened their big attack 
by laying down a heavy artillery 
barrage and then using tanks and 
troops against the Americans' de- 
fense lines. In Ihe first two days of 
fighting, United States forces re- 
pulsed five tank attacks with artil- 
lery. The navy communique did not 
mention American tanks. 
; Prior to sending their ground 
forces into action, the foe smashed 
at Henderson field— with costly re- 
sults for themselves. The Japs sent 
^ over 16 bombers escorted by 20 Zero 
fighters. Grumman Wildcats, pilot- 
ed by marines, shot down all of the 
fighters, one of the bombers and 
■ damaged three additional bombers. 
Japanese shipping in the Solomons 
area was the target of American 
pilots. The fliers chalked up two 
Jap cruisers and one destroyer dam- 
■agcd, another cruiser probably dam- 
aged and one heavy cruiser or bal- 
'tleship possibly damaged. 
I Three attacks wore made by Doug- 
;las dive bombers on a force of cruis- 
■■ ers and destroyers north of FJorida 
j island— 13 miles north of Guodal- 
canal. Tlie navy communique said 
one enemy cruiser was damaged by 
j bombs and the force withdrew. 

Cooperation 

Meanwhile, from General MacAr- 
; thur's headquarters in Australia 
icamo word of continuing Allied 
bombing raids on Jap bases north 
,of the Solomons. Approximately 
j 100,000 tons of shipping were de- 
jStroyed or damaged in three nights 
,of bombing at Rabaul, Now Britain. 
Other Allied bombers attacked 
Kaviong, Now Ireland, scoring direct 
hits on Jap fuel dumps and installa- 
tions. Fires were visible for OO 
' miles. 

Medium bombers were in action 
over Dutch Timor, north of Australia, 
where they bombed grounded air- 
craft on the airdrome at Koepang, 
■starling numerous fires. 

RUSSIA: 

{Relief Army 

I At points the battle line in Stalin- 
!grad hod been driven to within 600 
'yards of the Volga as the struggle 
for that vital city reached its climax. 
Wliile the Soviet reports told of beat- 
ing off constant Nazi attacks, these 
same communiques admitted that 
the Germans gained important 
streets and buildings in other sec- 
tions of the stricken city. 

To the northwest, the Soviet "re- 
lief army" battled forward. After 
one advance this force found 3,000 
German troops dead and dying in 
trenches and dugouts. In one in- 
habited locality COO Rumanians were 
killed and many captured. 

Germany's final, all-out drive for 
the city of Stalingrad itself wps just 
part of the news from Russia, how- 
ever, for in the Mozdok area of the 
Caucasus the Nazi advance had been 
slowed to a standstill; on the Black 
sea Russian marines were throwing 
back a strong Nazi drive southeast 
of Novorosslsk; and on the Voronezh 
sector of the upper Don two Ger- 
man platoons were slaughtered try- 
ing to cross a water barrier. (Be- 
lieved to be the Don river,) 



COFFEE: 
One Cup a Day 

Coffee will be rationed throughout 
the nation beginning November 28 
on the basis of one pound each five 
weeks for all persons over 15 years 
of age, under an order issued by 
the OfTlce of Price Administration. 

On the basis of 35 to 40 cups per 
pound, the ration means slightly 
more than a cup a day a person. So 
that merchants can stock their 
, shelves, retail sales of coffee will be 
frozen at midnight, November 21. 

First of all the rationed coftee will 
be purchased on the lost stamp in 
the sugar ration book, stamp No. 28. 
Following rationed coffee will be is- 
sued by working backward through 
the sugar stamp book, using stamps 
No. 28 to 19, in sequence. 

Eligibility will be determined by 
the age shown on Ine sugar book. 

RAF BOMBERS: 

Over Italy 

Long-range RAF bombers struck 
750 miles across France and Switzer- 
land to ravage sections of northern 
Italy and to smash the port of Genoa 
in the heaviest raids of the war on 
Hitler's henchmen. 

Targets included the groat Genoa- 
Milon-Turin industrial triangle, site 
of Italy's principal aircraft and ship- 
building works. The day before, 
RAF pianos left Genoa flaming un- 
der two-ton **bIock buster" bombs. 

The British air ministry announced 
that many large fires were set at 
Genoa, and the raid drew the almost 
unheard of admission from Rome 
radio that the bombers caused heavy 
damage. While the bombers also 
attacked other points, they concen- 
trated their incendiaries and heavy 
explosives on Genoa, Italy's chief 
port. 

Tiie reason for tlio heaviest attack 
on Genoa was obvious. That port 
city is a vital supply terminal for 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel in Af- 
rica. It is also the site of aircraft 
parts and munition works. 

NORTH AFRICA: 
Libya Bound 

Wlien the British launched the 
"biggest battle" of Egypt, military 
experts knew that the objective was 
to crush the Africa Corps of Nazi 
General Rommel and drive the Axis 
forces deep into Libya, there to 
crush and destroy it. While it was 
easy to arrive at this fact it was a 
more difllcult task to determine 
whether or not this represented the 
much sought "Second Front," 

While the first reports of this new 
ofTensivo by the British and other 
United Nations forces revealed that 
the Germans were being shoved 
back by the quick thrusts of air 
and land power nobody was under- 
estimating the tremendous task 
ahead. 

To nullify the German Africa 
Corps and to open more the Medi- 
terranean sea lanes is a big job 
But it appeared that the British at- 
tack had been well prepared and 
long planned. It had been made 
possible only because huge quanti- 
ties of supplies had been poured into 
Egypt from America. These camo 
through by way of the big U. S, base- 
in Eritrea, on -the Red sea. 

U, S. planes wore co-operating 
with the British but no large num- 
bers of American ground troops 
were reported in this action. And it 
was in the air that the United Nations 
first showed their strongest power. 
For once Rommel did not rule the 
skies. 



TANK, PLANE GOAL: 

Eniphasis Shifted 

DisclosiniT that the year's numer- 
ical production for planes and tanks 
would not be mot, President Roose- 
velt attributed the situation to a shift 
in emphasis to heavier; harder-hit- 
ting models -dictated by battle ex- 
perience. 

In his message to congress last 
January, the President said he had 
ordered slops taken lo "increase our 
production rate of airplanes so rap- 
idly that in this year, 1D42, we shall 
produce 00;000 planes." 

This, he explained, contemplated 
not the production of CO.OOO planes 
but the attainment of a CO,000-planos- 
a-year production rale. 

He told his press conference that 
the changeover from the M-3 to the 
M-4 tank meant thai the numerical 
goal (of 45,000 tanks) would not be 
reached but that the full amount of 
steel and materials called for in 
the initial program would still be 
used in the manufuclure of figliting 
machines through enlarged -units. 

THICKER SOX: 

And Faster Mail 

"Hello, Eleanor." 
This was the greeting the Presi- 
dent's wife was given as she hus- 
tled about the British isles on her 
visits to American troops stationed 
there. She had left Buckingham pal- 
I ace and the royally in it behind and 
started her tour of inspection at the 
Washington club, main gathering 
place for U. S. servicemen on leave 
in London. 

Here she" told the soldiers and 
sailors that she had already learned 
they would like to have thicker 
socks. She promised to see what 
she could do about it. Then the 
men told her that they would like 
some kind of a speed-up in the de- 
livery of mail from home. This too, 
would get her attention, said the 
First Lady. 

Said she: "I camo here to learn 
just such things and I hope you will 
tell me more." That was her idea, 
to learn as much about conditions 
among the AEF as she could. Most 
people who know Mrs. Roosevelt 
sensed that she was coming home 
with a good store of information on 
this subject. 

HONG KONG: 

Docks Bombed 

Hong Kong*s comparatively peace- 
ful days came to a sudden end as 
United States bombers blasted the 
Japanese-occupied city in the first 
Allied raid on the British crown col- 
ony, since the Japs occupied it last 
Christmas day, ' 

The U. S. planes unloaded tons of 
explosives on the great Kowloon 
dock area, shooting down 10 enemy 
fighters and probably destroying 
five others. One American bomber 
failed to return to its base and one- 
fighter was reported to liove mode 
a forced landing in Chinese territory. 

Shortly bofnro the Hong Kong raid, 
Brig. Gen. Claire L. Chennaulfs 
China air task force smashed a 
vast Japanese operated coal mining 
area around Linsi, in northeast 
China. 

Not a single plane was lost in 
this, one of the longest bombing 
raids of the war. The bombers do. 
stroyed the huge power plant, which 
was the main target, and put the 
Linsi mine and Ave others in the 
Kailan area out of commission.

Furnace Installation 
Handbook Will Save 
Tons of Metal, Paper 

Tons of metal are being saved for 
America by a 20-page pamphlet pre- 
pared under the direction of Prof. 
S. B. Konzo of tlie University of 
Illinois. It is a handbook for fur- 
nace installations, and will save tons 
of paper loo, because it eliminates 
scores of calculations necessary to 
make furnaces fit homes and cli- 
mates. 

It saves metal by setting up stand- 
ard sizes of parts, cutting tons from 
dealer stocks previously needed to 
maintain a multiplicity of odd sizes. 
For example, the sizes of grilles, 
which are the outlets through which 
air leaves a room, have boon cut 
from 100 to 16. Tiie sizes of boots, 
which are transition joints in the 
air ducts, have been cut from 28 to 
four. 

In all, the number of parts sizes 
has been cut more than 75 per cent. 
Installation planning and procedure 
also are streamlined by the hand- 
book. Tables in it allow a heating 
contractor to plan installations with 
a minimum of mathematics and a 
maximum of scientific accuracy.

Study War Problems 
For Illinois Schools 

War problems of Illinois public 
schools have been studied and will 
be met through the efforts of a com- 
mittee called together 10 days after 
Pearl Harbor by Dean Thomas E. 
Benner of the University of Illinois 
College of Education. It includes 
representatives of the state super- 
intendent of public instruction, 
teacher-training institutions, and 
schoolmen's organizations. 

The committee, with Benner as 
chairman, is a foundation for co- 
ordinating education with the state's 
war efforts. It collects information 
and suggestions from the schools, 
and passes information back. 

In setting up a permanent organ- 
ization, the schoolmen agreed that 
the problems of the emergency ex- 
tend not only to the war effort, but 
beyond, to being prepared for post- 
war-problems and for "winning the 
peanp "

Operation of the University of Illi- 
nois costs the nvernge four-person 
family of the slate about three- 
fourths of a cent a day— or n nickel 
a week. The University's nnnual 
financial report chows that the op- 
oration cost in the last complete 
financial year, ending in June, 1941. 
was $9,210,078. 

Income was $9,220,021, of which 
$5,432,500 came from state taxes, a 
yearly nvcrago cf 80 cents for each 
of the 7.875.155 citizens In Illinois. 
In return, the citizens are provided 
not only with an educational institu- 
tion of the highest ranking to which 
they can send their children at mini- 
mum cost, but many other things 
ulro. 

For one. graduates of the Univer- 
sity enrich the communities of Hli- 
nois by their training— as doctors, 
teachers, lawyers, engineors, farm- 
ers, businessmen, homomnkcrs, and 
civic leaders in many fields. 

For another, the University is the 
"laboratory of the people" devoting 
more than 13 per cent of its income 
directly, and more indirectly, to re- 
search problems which are of direct 
benefil to Illinois citizens through 
better farming prnctices, medical 
and dental dist^ovcrics, improved 
home heating, safer railroads, bet- 
ter highways, and hundreds of other 
things. 

The tax funds provided G3 per 
cenl of the incon)e of the University 
Student fees, totaling SI. 325,905. pro- 
vided 15 per cenl. Federal funds 
mainly for ngricultural extension 
and research, provided $957,687 or 
U per cent. Other income sources 
were private gifts and endowments 
earnings, and miscellaneous. 

The University spent 52 per cent 
of Its educational and general ex- 
penditures fund for instruction Or- 
ganized research received 13 per 
cent; extension, mostly agricultural 
7 per cent; libraries. 5 per cent; 
operation and maintenance, 10 per 
cent; general administration and ex- 
pen.'^e. 7 per cent.

Coffee Rationing Begins November 28

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jGUADALGANAL: 
Full Scale Fight 

News of ' full scale fighting on 
<jUQdalcanal Island came to an ap- 
prehensive America as U. S. soldiers 
and marines bore the brunt of con- 
tinued Japanese attacks. The en- 
emy bolstered its push .with fresh 
reinforcements, landing them on the 
northwestern end of the island. 

The Japs opened their big attack 
by laying down a heavy artillery 
barrage and then using tanks and 
troops against the Americans' de- 
fense lines. In Ihe first two days of 
fighting, United States forces re- 
pulsed five tank attacks with artil- 
lery. The navy communique did not 
mention American tanks. 

I Prior to sending their ground 
forces into action, the foe smoshcd 
at Henderson field— with costly re- 
sults for themselves. The Japs sent 
over 16 bombers escorted by 20 Zero 
fighters^ Grumman Wildcats, pilot- 
ed by marines, shot down all of the 
fighters, one of the bombers and 
damaged throe additional bombers. 

Japanese shipping in the Solomons 
area was the target of American 
pilots. The fliers chalked up two 
Jap cruisers and one destroyer dam- 

lagcd, another cruiser probably dam- 
aged and one heavy cruiser or bat- 

'tieship possibly damaged. 

I Throe attacks were made by Doug- 
las dive bombers on a force of cruis- 
ers and destroyers north of FJorida 
island — 13 miles north of Guadal- 
canal. The navy communique said 
one enemy cruiser was damaged by 
bombs and the force withdrew. 

Cooperation 

Meanwhile, from General MacAr- 
thur's headquarters In Australia 
came word of continuing Allied 
bombing raids on Jap bases north 
of the Solomons. Approximately 
100,000 tons of shipping were de- 
stroyed or damaged in three nights 
of bombing at Rabaul, New Britain. 

Other Allied bombers attacked 
jKavicng, New Ireland, scoring direct 
hits on Jap fuel dumps and installa- 
tions. Fires were visible for DO 
miles. 

i Medium bombers were in action 
over Dutch Timor, north of Australia, 
whore they bombed grounded air- 
craft on the airdrome at Kocpang, 

I starting numerous fires. 

'RUSSIA: 
\ Relief Army 

! At points tlie battle line In Stalin- 
igrad had been driven to within 600 
yards of the Volga as the struggle 
for that vital city reached Its climax. 
While the Soviet reports told of beat- 
ing off constant Nazi attacks, these 
■same communiques admitted that 
the Germans gained important 
streets and buildings in other sec- 
tions of the stricken city. 

To the northwest, the Soviet "re- 
lief army" battled forward. After 
one advance this force found 3,000 
German troops dead and dying in 
trenches and dugouts. In one in- 
habited locality GOO Rumanians were 
killed and many captured. 

Germany's final, all-out drive for 
the city of Stalingrad itself wps just 
part of the news from Russia, how- 
ever, for in the Mozdok area of the 
Caucasus the Nazi advance had been 
slowed to a standstill; on the Black 
sea Russian marines were throwing 
back a strong Nazi drive southeast 
of Novorossisk; and on the Voronezh 
sector of the upper Don two Ger- 
man platoons were slaughtered try- 
ing to cross a water barrier. (Be- 
lieved to be the Don river.) 



COFFEE: 
One Cup a Day 

Coffee will be rotloned throughout 
the nation beginning November 28 
on the basis of one pound each five 
weeks for all persons over 15 years 
of age, under an order issued by 
the Omce of Price Administration. 

On the basis of 35 to 40 cups per 
pound, the ration means slightly 
more than a cup a day a person. So 
that merchants con stock their 
, shelves, retail sales of coffee will be . 
frozen at midnight, November 21. i 

First of all the rationed coffee will | 
be purchased on the last stamp in | 
the sugar ration book, stamp No. 28. ' 
Following rationed coffee will be is- 
sued by working backward through ; 
the sugar stamp book, using stamps 
No. 28 to 19, in sequence. I 

Eligibility will be determined by 
the age shown on Ine sugar book. 

RAF BOMBERS: 
Over Italy 

Long-range RAF bombers struck 
750 miles across France and Switzer- 
land to ravage sections of northern 
Italy and to smash the port of Genoa 
in the heaviest raids of the war on 
Hitler's henchmen. 

Targets included the great Genoa- 
Milan-Turin industrial triangle, site 
of Italy's principal aircraft and ship- 
building works. The day before, 
RAF pianos left Genoa flaming un- 
der two-ton "block buster" bombs. 

The British air ministry announced 
that many large flres were set at 
Genoa, and the raid drew the almost 
unheard of admission from Rome 
radio that the bombers caused heavy 
damage. While the bombers also 
attacked other points, they concen- 
trated their incendiaries and heavy 
explosives on Genoa, Italy's chief 
port. 

The reason for the heaviest attack 
on Genoa was obvious. That port 
city is a vital' supply terminal for 
Fie^d Marshal Erwln Rommel in Af- 
rica. It is also the site of aircraft 
parts and munition works. 

NORTH AFRICA: 

Libya Bound 

When the British launched the 
"biggest battle" of Egypt, military 
experts knew thai th'e objective was 
to crush the Africa Corps of Nazi 
General Rommel and drive the Axis 
forces deep into Libya, there to 
crush and destroy it. While it was 
easy to arrive at this fact it was a 
more diflTicult task to determine 
whether or not this represented the 
much sought "Second Front." 

While the flrst reports of this new 
offensive by the British and other 
United Nations forces revealed that 
the Germans were being shoved 
back by the quick thrusts of air 
and land power nobody was under- 
estimating the tremendous task 
ahead. 

To nullify the German Africa 
Corps and to open more the Medi- 
terranean sea lanes is a big job. 
But it appeared that the British at- 
tack had boon well prepared and 
long planned. It had been made 
possible only because huge quanti- 
ties of supplies had been poured into 
Egypt from America. These came 
through by way of the big U, S. base. 
in Eritrea, on .the Red sea, 

U. S. planes were co-operating 
with the British but no large num-- 
bers of American ground troops 
were reported in this action. And it 
was in the air that the United Nations 
first showed their strongest power. 
For once Rommel did not rule the 
skies. 



TANK, PLANE GOAL: 

Emphasis Shifted 

Disclosing that the year's numer- 
ical production for planes and tanks 
would not bo met. President Roose- 
velt attributed the situation to a shift 
in emphasis to heavier; harder-hit- 
ting models 'dictated by battle ex- 
perience. 

In his message to congress last 
January, the President said he iiad 
ordered steps taken to "increase our 
production rate of airplanes so rap- 
idly that In this year, 1042, we shall 
produce 00;000 planes." 

This, he explained, contemplated 
not the production of CO, 000 planes 
but the attornment of a GO.GOO-planes- 
a-year production rale. 

Ho told his press conference that 
the changeover from the M-3 to the 
M-4 tank meant that the numerical 
goal (of 45,000 tanks) would not be 
reached but that the full amount of 
steel and materials called for in 
the initial program would still be 
used in the manufacture of fighting 
machines through enlarged units. 

THICKER SOX: 

And Faster Mail 

"Hello, Eleanor." 

This v/as the greeting the Presi- 
dent's Wife was given as she hus- 
tled about the British isles on her 
visits to American troops stationed 
there. She had left Buckingham pal- 
ace and the royalty in it behind and 
started her tour of inspection at the 
Washington club, main gathering 
place for U. S. servicemen on leave 
in London, 

Here she* told the soldiers and 
sailors that she had already learned 
they would like to have thicker 
socks. She promised to see what 
she could do about it. Then the 
men told her that they would like 
some kind of a speed-up in the de- 
livery of mail from home. This too, 
would get her attention, said the 
First Lady. 

Said she: "I came here to learn 
jusl such things and I hope you will 
tell me more." That was her idea, 
to learn as much about conditions 
among the AEF as she could. Most 
people who know Mrs. Roosevelt 
sensed that she was coming home 
with a good store of information on 
this subject. 

HONGKONG: 

Docks Bombed 

Hong Kong's comparatively peace- 
ful days came to a sudden end as 
United States bombers blasted the 
Japanese-occupied city in the first 
Allied raid on the British crown col- 
ony,t„Ince the Japs occupied It last 
Christmas day. * 

The U. S. planes unloaded tons of 
explosives on the great Kowloon 
dock area, shooting ^down 10 enemy 
fighters and probably destroying 
five others. One American bomber 
failed to return to its base and one. 
flghter was reported to have made 
a forced landing in Chinese territory. 

Shortly before the Hong Kong raid, 
Brig. Gen. Claire L, Chennault's 
China oir task force smashed a 
vast Japanese operated coal mining 
•area around Linsi, in northeast 
China. 

Not a single plane was lost in 
this, one of the longest bombing 
raids of the war. The bombers de- 
stroyed the huge power plant, whicli 
was the main target, and put the 
LinsI mine and flvc others in the 
Kalian area out of commission. 

WORLD WAR ACE: 

Down in Pacific 

The ominous word "overdue" 
brought news to the world that Capt. 
Eiddle RIckenbacker and the crew of 
a heavy military plane were missing

Furnace Installation 
Handbook Will Save 
Tons of Metal, Paper 

Tons of metal are being saved for 
America by a 20-page pamphlet pre- 
pared under the direction of Prof. 
S. _ B; Konzo of the University of 
Illinois, It is a handbook for fur- 
nace installations, and will save tons 
of paper too, because it eliminates 
scores of calculations necessary to 
make furnaces fit homes and cli- 
mates. 

It saves metal by setting up stand- 
ard sizes of parts, cutting tons from 
dealer stocks previously needed to 
maintain a multiplicity of odd sizes. 
For example, the sizes of grilles, 
which are the outlets through which 
air leaves a room, hove been cut 
from 100 lo 16. The sizes of boots, 
which are transition joints in the 
air ducts, have been cut from 28 to 
four. 

In all, the number of parts sizes 
has been cut more than 75 per cent. 
Installation planning and procedure 
also are streamlined by the hand- 
book. Tables in it allow a heating 
contractor to plan Installations with 
a minimum of mathematics and a 
maximum of scientific accuracy.

War problems of Illinois public 
schools have been studied and will 
be niet through the efTorts of a com- 
mittee called together 10 days after 
Pearl Harbor by Dean Thomas E.

It includes 
representatives of the state super- 
intendent of public instruction, 
teacher-training institutions, and 
schoolmen's organizations. 
• The committee, with Benner as 
chairman, is a foundation for co-.

war efforts. It collects information 
and suggestions from the schools, 
and passes information back.
